INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Mttle Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Bixon, M. D. LL. D. 


Commissioner of Health 


The Health Authorities of Pennsyl- 


vania realize the necessity of main- 
taining the highest degree of health 
at home. This is demanded, not only 
from the humanitarian viewpoint but 
also that Pennsylvania may furnish, 
her maximum in food stuff, muni- 
tions of war and fighters. 


Doctor Dixon is well aware that 


many of his assistants will have to 
go in the Army and Navy The health 
authorities therefore ask the full co- 
operation of every citizen in taking 
care of his or her individual health, 
and to take every precaution not to 
permit the spread of any communica- 
ble disease from their homes. 


We are fast approaching the warm 


months of the year that favor Infan- 
tile Paralysis. 


Last year the public lost its nerve.- 


This season it is hoped- that the epi- 
demic will not reappear. 


From the history of the disease it 


would not be surprising if we had 
comparatively little this year, yet no 
man can perdict what nature may do. 


" The health authorities are alert 
and busy doing all those things they 
believe can in any way lessen 
the 


chances of having another epidemic. 


On account of our want of exact 


knowledge as to the origin of the 
disease and the act .of nature in trans 
mitting it from one to another, we 
must avoid any place in which the 
disease manifests itself. 
We can al- 


so be careful not to expose our chil- 
dren to persons, furniture and cloth- 
ing coming from infected houses or 
districts. 


To contract sthe disease it may re- 


quire direct contact with the sick. 
This, however, is far from being a 
settled question, it is yet quite possi- 
ble that there is a carrier, for instan- 
ce, there was some evidence brought 
forward to demonstrate it was a sta- 
ble fly, this has not been proven yet 
there may be some ofher insect that 
does carry it. 


The State Department of Health 


has placed sick monkeys with weir 
ones without the latter ever contract- 
ing the disease as far as we couM de- 
termine. It is, however, claimed by 
some of our besT^investigators that 
the disease is transmitted by means 
of insects. 
Another possible explan- 


ation would lie in the claim by some 
clever medical men that there are 
many children who have the disease 
so lightly that it is never discovered. 


The well must be kept from the 


sick, however, in human life^ While 
the disease is lurking about, no well 
chilcTshould be exposed to one Show- 
ing the least illness. 


The health authorities are not con- 


templating any general quarantine. 
It is too soon to decide about it yet. 


The sick should be quarantined, 


the State Health Deparment has al- 
ways held, for two weeks. 


The discharges from the bowels, 


throat or nose should be disinfected. 
The nurse or the one in care of the 
sick 
should wear a gown and the 


face and hands should be washed or 
disinfected 
before 
mingling 
with 


those outside the sick room. 


If the conditions of a home are 


bad and the child cannot be isloated 
or kept alone, the hospital is the best 
place for it. 
This should be done 


very early in the sickness as quiet 
and rest are essential to recovery. A 
doctor experienced in treating the dis 
ease and a nurse with like experien- 
ce add much to the chances of recov- 
ery. 


Traveling with chilcTren and con- 


"gregating them in groups should be 
discouraged 
In fact, in an epidem- 


ic it should be forbidden under the 
police regulations. Cleanliness of the 
home and person are essential. All 
animal and insect life should be kept 
out of the home. 
Screening of all 


windows and doorways is essential. 
Food should not be eaten~jjaw, with1 
possibly the exception of milk known 
to be clean.

LESSON TEXT—Isa. 28'1-lS. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Every man that striv- 


eth for the mastery is temperate in all 
things.-! Cor. 9.25. 


Wine in the Scriptures is spoken of 


under four aspects. First, social, that 
as illustrated by its use at the mar- 
riage in Cana. We must not, however, 
confuse this wine with the spirituous, 
strong drink of this present day. Sec- 
ond, medicinal (Prov. 31:6-7; I Tim. 
5 -23). These passages do not com- 
mand us to use it as such, and God 
has very graciously revealed to us 
In modern medical research the futil- 
ity of the use of alcohol in the matter 
of medicine as a remedy. Third, sacri- 
ficial wine (Matt. 26:27-29 ; Luke 22 :17- 
20), and, fourth wine is spoken about 
as productive of the woes of men (See 
Amos 6:1; Heb. 2:15; Prov. 23:20). 
It is also mentioned by way of contrast 
(See Eph. 5:18). 


The Scriptures speak of drunkards 


in four different ways: (1) They are 
to be stoned (Deutr 21:20) ; (2) Drunk- 
ards lead to pov erty (Prov. 23:21) ; 
(3) Drunkards are to be separated 
from other men (I Cor. 5 -11); (4) 
they are to be finally separated from 
God (I Cor. 6:9). 


Abstinence fioin strong drink-is en- 


joined in the Scriptures under three 
heads: 
(1) the priest and Nazarite 


(Num. 
6:3; Luke 1-15) ; (2) the-ruler 


(Prov. 31:4); (3) those ^ho are to 
worship Jehovah (Lev. 10:3). 


This particular lesson is taken from 


a portion of Isaiah's prophecy -where 
he is anticipating what is about to hap- 
pen to Samaria, and uttering his warn- 
ings unto Judah. 


I. Jhe Steps of Intemperance. First, 


Disgrace and Dishonor (v. 1). 
The 


city of Samaria is compared to a 
chaplet of flowers on a drunkard's 
brow, which shall be trodden under 
foot because of his inebriety. Drunk- 
enness seemed to have been so wide- 
spread as to become a national sin. 
Second, Disease and Degeneracy (v. 2). 
The pride of beauty spoken of in verse 
one is to "fall to the earth." This 
glorious beauty was after all only a 
"fading flover" (I Pet 1-24). 
The 


coming of the Assjrmns upon Saintuia 
is debcubud in u Uiiee-ioid 'waj : (1) 
As a "tempest of hail"; (2) as a "de- 
stroying storm;" (3) as a "tempest 
of mighty "«aters overflow ing." 
The 


thought contained is that of wide- 
spread and ovei whelming destruction. 
Back of this work of devastation and 
destruction and desolation was 
the 
[ 


wrath of God against sin (Ch. 2:4-9). 
All earthly pride shall be trodden un- 
der foot. Sainana, "a fading flower," 
was to be greedily eaten up by the on- 
coming enemy. 


II. Those Reached by Intemperance. 


Strong drink causes men to err in their 
conduct, in their moral insight, in their 
judgments. It reaches the beautiful 
(v. 1) ; it reaches the learned (v. 7) ; 
it reaches those in authority; in fact 
all classes. It leads men to the depths 
of degradation and to the loss of their 
wills (v. 8) ; it makes men to become 
beasts, M allowing in their own vom.t. 
Not only Samaria, but "these also" 
(vv. 7 and S), that is people of Jeru- 
salem have erred through wine and 
stiong dunk. 
Even the priests and 


the prophets had and do so now (See 
Oh. 56-10-12; Micah 2:11). The priests 
\vere especially inexcusable because of 
the plain directness of God's word 
(Lev. 
10-9-10; Ezekiel 44:21). 
The 


result of their intemperance was that 
they utterly failed in their 
official 


acts. They reeled in vision and stum- 
bled in -judgment. 
The use of \vine 


and strong drink made their social 
gatherings filthy and disgusting. Tem- 
perance is the habit of abstaining from 
i>verjthing that destroys. It is the con 
trol and right use of God's good gifts 
for service. Intemperance is lack ol 
control or the wrong use of God's 
gilts in self-indulgence. 


I I I . The Lesson in Contrast. Jeru 


salem vs. Samaria. Samaria's cro\\n 
of pride vuis not the glory of God 
Its beauty was a fading flower (v. 4) 
his wisdom contemned through the 
ignorance of Samaria (vv. 6, 7, 12) 
his strength versus their weakness rv<! 
wickedness (vv. 6, 13). God teach** 
by contrast as well as by d-vect 
precept. Verses nine and ton may be 
taken as a mocking answor of the ileo 
pie to God's prophet. Isaiah intimate' j 
that the time to begin our instructor 
is in childhood (v. 9), that precept 
must be upon precept, and line upor 
line, bore n little and there a little 
There never is a time when we can lc' 
up in this struggle against the mightj 
evil.of intemperance. 


Take as a reply (v. 9) this woulc 


seem to indicate that God took them tc 
be babies ju«t weaned. If the prophet 
himself, is the speaker, then .Tehoval 
is represented as teaching knowledatt 
to babes and not to the self-suflicient 
It is these \\hom he "makcu to under 
stand his message" (R. V. ), and th< 
method ot his teaching is- precept upoi. 
precept. 
If we tvlll not hear God's 


loving and patient call to jrepenfnnce 
he will speak to us through cruel enf 
mles. If we will not tench our chil 
dren, if we will nrt k«op overlastinplj 
ngl'atlng this question be will uso orb 
er means (v. 11)
